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The Flour and Grain Market, 
Floar bas within « day or two advanced, in 
our market, fifty cents per barrel, as will be 
noticed by reference to our Commercial Columa. 
Reports from Boston, New York, Montreal and 
Oswego, in the Hast, and from St. Louis, soath- 
west of us, confirm, more or leas, the growing 
impression of an existing deficiency in this im- 
portant article. The Wheat market has also 
rapidly improved. Great confidence scems to 
be felt in it, on account of the discouraging re- 
port: of the growing crop in many sections 
Cora receipts do net yet impreve, and the ad- 
vance heretofore noticed, is sustained, and great 
activity is noted in sales. There are rumors of 
very large orders from Boston and elsewhere, 
to the amount of halfa million. All such inti- 
mations, however, we are aware, are to be re 
ceived with great caution and some allowance, 
ae there are countless causes at work, imposai- 
ble to be yet thoroughly calculated, which may 
greatly effect both present and prospective 
prices. We learned of one order yesterday to 
& firm bere, for the purchase of 200,000 bushels 
of cofa for a Boston dealer ; while on the other 
hand, heavy purchases of tiour and wheat are 
being made here for St. Louis, and the south- 
western markets. Although. corn often comes 
te Chicago, direct from the levee at St. Louis, 
and from points above on the Missiasippi, via 
the Iinois River and Canal, seeking an enstern 
tharket, yet such will not be the case this year 
im that staple, for the South and West appear 
to need everything wo have that is eatable. 
Yesterday the transactions of a single firm 
here that we know of, amounted to 65,000 
bushels of corn, '7,000 bu. white wheat at $1,50 
per bushel, more than as much spring wheat at 
the advanced figure, and 2,000 to 3,000 bbla of 
flour—tbe flour and much of the wheat intend- 
ed for shipment to St. Loais. The whole of 
the flour, wheat and corn sold here yesterday 
would require about $200,000 to purchase. 
This, before full and free navigation on the 
Lakes or Canal is had, may be called a brisk 


trade.

Desrererive OF THE ALLRDGED 
TO Rescus rus 
A Freeman Accvero oF rae Canse.— Yesterday 
fotenoon about 10 o’clock,a fire broke ont in the 
eer of No. 231 West- Randolph street, wh ch, be- 
fore it could be stayed, destroyed a number of baild- 
ings. The steble first on fire wat soon consumed 
and also two other small stables adjoining \t on the 
east, and the large barn of the Nationa! Hotel, ad- 
joining on the West. The flemes then «pread to the 
buildings in front, which were partially destroyed: 
and also to the National Hotel which was 
ably injured. 

The stables were owned by A. Bushnel, William 
Jnstice, and Mr. Wightman. The barn of the Na 
tioval was owned by Waller. One of the buildings 
on the sireet was occupied by Wellingten asa meat 
mrrket, and the upper portion as a residence by 
W.©. Whiteman. This bailding was owned by Mr. 
Bashnel! whose loss is about $1,000, against wh ich 
these is some insurance. The next building on the 
West was occupied as a dwelling aad was consider- 
ably injared. [It was owned by William Justice 
whose loss is covered by an insurance of $1,000 in 
the Chicago City Insarance Company. Mr. Waller's 
loas is about $1,000 which is covered by ingurance. ‘ 
The firemen were unable to procure a suffic lent sup- 
ply of water, but for which fact the flames would 
have been sooner subdued. 

While the fire was in progres Lieut. Taylor of 
the Second District Police arrested Frederick Otter, 
a member of Empire Hook and Ladder Company 
No.3, Otten resisted the officer, and a number of 
the Company, together with a crowd of outsiders 
gathered around the officer and attempted to rescue 
the prisoner. After a desperate struggle with the 
excited crowd, Mr. Taylor, assisted by officers Wig- 
ins and Nichols, succeeded in lodging their prisoner 
in the West Division Station House. The crowd of 
firemen and others gathered abeut the door and 
threatened to release Otten by force, and at one 
time a serious disturbance seemed probable. After 
some difficulty the crowd was dispefsed, and the 
prisoner lodged in the Watch House. At the time 
of his arrest be wore the unform belt of his Com -’ 
pany, also a fireman's badge numbered 244. 

fu the afternoon Otten was examined before Jus 
tices Milliken and D’Wolf. One of the witnemes, 
Mr. Whitehouse , testified that he went into the barn 
about 10 e’clock, and saw Otten and another man 
leaving it, and that they ran down the alley. A 
moment after he noticed that the hay on the upper 
floor was on fire. Mr. Whitehouse then gave the 
alarm. The witness was very positive as to the 
identity of the accused, and states that he has known 
him for some time. Otten was committed for fur- 
ther examination in defanit of $000 bail. He i « 
young man, and was employed in Ellithorpe’*s Car- 
riage Factory. He denies any knowledge as to the 
origin of the fire, and states that he was in Lake 
street when the fire broke out.

It inthe daily employment of a large 
number ef persons. They are divided into “ bulls’ 
and “ bears,” goring or hugging each other: Bat 
if Wall street bas ite gamblers in stocks, Water 
street has its gamblers in grain. The risk ts equal- 
ly as great in the latter, and the excitement not in- 
ferior. The mode of operating is similar. ‘There 
are ‘* bears "’ and “ bulls” in Chicago, as well as in 
New York. 

A favorite “ operation” with many of these op- 
erators is to sell a large quantity of corn, whest, or 
flour, at a certain price, to be delivered at « feature 
day, when it is well known by the purchaser, that 
the seller has not a bushel or barrel in hie por. 
session ; nor is it expected that he will deliver ac- 
cording to contract; in short, it is not desired. If 
the article rises six cents on the bushel, hy the day 
fixed for delivery, higher than the contracted price, 
the seller pays the purchaser six cents per beshel 
on the contracted lot, and there the matter ends. 
On the other hand, if the article should happen te 
fall below the contract price by the day of delivery, 
the purchaser don't want the grain, and settles the 
contract by paying “ fall.” This method of dealing 
is simply Oeffting on the price of an article, ata fu- 
ture day, and if different from gembling we can't 
see it. 

We hrard of a big operation lately in which the 
biter is linely to get bitten. Certain parties con- 
nected with a Bt. Louis firm had “ sold short” a 
large quantity of grain, before the recent rise, to be 
delivered at an early day. That is, they had agreed 
to furnish to certain buyer many thousands or tens 
of thousands of bushels more than they had on hand 
at the time. Finding the market rapidly rising, and 
@ great probability that they would get badly bernt, 
they conceived the bold idea of chartering all the 
spare vessels in the harbor, for a trip te Buffalo or 
Oswego, and then putting up fre ights to a figere so 
high that the rise in grain would be neutralized, and 
prices forced down enough to save themselves from 
lows. They chartered, rumor says, thirty-four ves- 
sels.
